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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: The title has been changed 
to "LCD display with mirror function having top reflective polarizer" to better 
illustrate the features of the invention. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1-25, there if no prior art of record that teaches a liquid crystal 
display device consisting essentially of or a method making consisting essentially 
of: a back light assembly that generates a first light; a liquid crystal display panel 
including an upper substrate, a lower substrate facing the upper substrate, and a 
liquid crystal layer interposed between the upper substrate and the lower 
substrate, the liquid crystal display panel receiving the first light generated from 
the back light assembly to display an image; a first polarizing plate disposed on 
the upper substrate; a selective reflection polarizing plate disposed on the first 
polarizing plate, the selective reflection polarizing plate reflecting an external 
light; and a second polarizing plate disposed on the lower substrate. 

Hinata 20040051827 as previous cited teaches all the limitations of the 
claim however the rejection under 35 U.S.C. was overcome through a certified 
English translation of the priority document thus disqualifying Hinata as valid prior 
art. 
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Kaneko teaches a display comprising features listed in claims 1-24 
however, Kaneko includes an additional liquid crystal display in order to perform 
the intended function thus does not "consist essentially of since Kaneko's 
second liquid crystal display is considered an essential element of the prior art. 
Regarding claim 25, the claims distinguishes from prior art in the same way 
however is stated such that rather than consisting essentially of the claim limits 
the number of liquid crystal panels to 1 .
